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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On page 6, of applicant's response, applicant 
argues that the "the displayed portion is not just any old portion, but specifically a portion corresponding to to the portion of the incentive 
earned based on time spent viewing video content." 

In response, it is noted that the claim language does in any way recite displaying "earned" portions. The claim language only requires 
that the displayed portions be dependent upon the time spent viewing video content. In the case of the PNG specification, as indicated in 
the previous actions, an image is progressively received and displayed overtime. Thus the displayed portions are clearly dependent 
upon the time spent viewing the video content, as the time spent viewing the content dictates how much of the content is received and 
displayed. Thus, the viewer must sit and view the cotent for a certain amount of time before the final pieces of the image are received 
and displaye. 

In response to applicant's arguments that it has not been explained how the PNG specification teaches "those portions earned by 
viewing", see the previous action and above where it is clearly indicated that the claim language does not require "earning" portions. The 
claims simply require that the portions be time dependent, which is clearly taught by the PNG specification. 

Finally, in response to applicant's arguments on page 7, it is noted that "progressively displaying the overall image with increasing 
detail" does in fact meet the current claim limitations and provides proper motivation to combine the references. Certain portions of the 
overall image are displayed, and then overtime, details of the overall image are received and displayed as well. Clearly the displayed 
portion is dependent upon the time viewing, as time is required to receive and display the additional pieces of the image. 
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
